Moscow deaths double in Russia's 
'worst ever' heat 


UN says Pakistan floods 
worse than 2004 tsunami 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
The daily mortality rate in 
Moscow has doubled and 
morgues are overflowing amid 
an acrid smog caused by the 
worst heatwave in Russia’s 
thousand-year history, officials 
said yesterday. 

The smog from the peat and 
forest fires burning in the 
countryside around 100 kilo¬ 
metres (60 miles) outside the 
city has choked Moscow for 
days, seeping into apartments, 
offices and even the metro, and 
causing thousands to flee. 

”In usual times 360-380 
people are dying each day. 
Now it is around 700," the 
head of Moscow's health de¬ 
partment, Andrei Seltsovsky, 
said in televised remarks, ac¬ 
knowledging that city morgues 
were filled almost to capacity. 

Emergency services mean¬ 
while reported about 557 wild¬ 
fires were burning over 
174,000 hectares (430,000 
acres) in central Russia and the 
Moscow region, with flames 
also raging close to a nuclear 
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reprocessing site in the Urals. 

Television reports said the 
smoke reached Russia's second 
city of Saint Petersburg and the 
Urals' main city of Yekaterin¬ 
burg was also veiled in smog. 

Russia's top meteorological 
official, Alexander Frolov, said 
the heatwave was the most se¬ 
vere in the country's millen¬ 
nium-long history 

"No similar heatwave has 
been observed neither by our¬ 
selves nor by our ancestors," 
he told a televised news con¬ 
ference. "This is a completely 
unique phenomenon." 

More than 104,000 people - 
- a record number for the cur¬ 
rent year — flew out of 
Moscow on Sunday, a 
spokesman for Russian state 


ZHOUQU, China (AFP) - The 
death toll from mudslides in 
northwest China surged to 337 
yesterday, as rescuers used 
diggers and their bare hands in 
a desperate search for more 
than 1,000 others still missing. 

At least three villages were 
flattened by an avalanche of 
mud and rocks triggered by 
heavy rains in a remote area of 
Gansu province late Saturday - 


FEH, India (AFP) - The death 
toll from flash floods in India's 
remote Himalayan region of 
Fadakh reached 165 on Mon¬ 
day, with officials warning that 
hundreds of people were still 
missing. 

Sudden rains before dawn 
on Friday caused floods that 
swept away roads, homes, 
bridges and power cables. Res¬ 
cuers fear many more victims 
died after being buried in a tide 
of rock and mud. 

Thousands of Indian sol¬ 
diers, police and paramilitary 
troops have led the relief oper- 


aviation agency Rosaviatsia, 
Sergei Izvolsky, told AFP. 

The figure for the same day 
a year ago stood at around 
70,000 people, he said. 

Many of those who stayed 
pulled white and blue gauze 
masks over their faces to pro¬ 
tect themselves from the haze, 
while national media accused 
authorities of covering up the 
true scale of the environmental 
disaster and related deaths. 

State air pollution monitor¬ 
ing service Mosekomonitoring 
said yesterday carbon mono¬ 
xide levels in the Moscow air 
were 2.2 times higher than ac¬ 
ceptable levels. They had been 
3.1 times worse on Sunday and 
6.6 times worse on Saturday.

The Pakistani government 
and UN officials have ap¬ 
pealed for more urgent relief 
efforts to cope with the coun¬ 
try's worst ever floods, with 
President Asif Ali Zardari due 
to return home after a heavily 
criticised European tour. 

The entire northwestern 
Swat valley, where Pakistan 
fought a major campaign to 
flush out Taliban insurgents 
last year, was cut off at the 
weekend as were parts of the 
country's breadbasket in Pun¬ 
jab and Sindh.

Colombia, Venezuela 
leaders plan meeting 
to fix rift 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
The presidents of Colombia, 
Juan Manuel Santos, and 
Venezuela, Hugo Chavez, will 
meet today in Colombia on 
their countries’ diplomatic rift, 
Colombian Foreign Minister 
Maria Angela Holguin said. 

Chavez broke off diplo¬ 
matic relations with Colombia 
on July 22, one week after 
Santos’s predecessor Alvaro 
Uribe accused Venezuela of 
harboring some 1,500 leftist 
Colombian rebels in its terri¬ 


tory, which Chavez strongly 
denied. 

Santos was inaugurated 
Saturday, and immediately of¬ 
fered to talk with Chavez in 
hopes of mending relations. 

Chavez, who sent his Fo¬ 
reign Minister Nicolas Maduro 
to Santos' swearing in cere¬ 
mony, answered that he was 
willing to "turn the page" and 
work with the new president, 
adding that if Santos could not 
travel to Venezuela, he would 
be willing to go to Colombia. 


Wyclef Jean says he is 
’right person’ for Haiti 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Hip- 
hop star Wyclef Jean said he 
wanted to become president of 
Haiti as he was "the right per¬ 
son" for his impoverished 
quake-battered country, in an 
interview published yesterday. 

"While I don't pretend to be 
a miracle worker, I whole¬ 
heartedly believe that at this 
important time in Haiti's his¬ 
tory, I am the right person to 
put the country on the road to 
the brighter future it so desper¬ 
ately needs and deserves," Jean 
wrote in an article in The Wall 
Street Journal. 

Jean entered the race to be¬ 
come president of Haiti last 
week, jetting into the 
Caribbean nation on a private 
plane and asking Haitians to 
give him "power for change." 


Jean's bid for presidency 
has won support in Haiti, 
where many hail him as a hero, 
but has also drawn sneers from 
figures skeptical of a hip-hop 
star in the national palace. 

But Jean wrote that Haiti 
needed a president "who can 
turn promises into reality — 
someone who will crisscross 
the earth and convince world 
leaders" to help the Haitian 
people economically. 

Jean lives in the New York 
area but has traveled to Haiti 
multiple times seeking to de¬ 
fuse gang violence and help 
the poorest Haitians. 

He has said his inspiration 
to enter politics emerged from 
the devastating January earth¬ 
quake that left 250,000 people 
dead and 1.5 million homeless.

Crowley added that the 
United States had already re¬ 


ceived "agreement" for Palmer 
from the Venezuelans, refer¬ 
ring to the approval process for 
a new ambassador. 

Chavez on Sunday ap¬ 
peared to reject Palmer as the 
US ambassador-designate to 
Venezuela as he urged US 
President Barack Obama to 
"look for another candidate." 

When reporters alluded to 
Chavez's statement, Crowley 
replied: "You're referring to 
something we have not heard 
fficially." 


Palmer stirred Venezuelan 
ire when he recently voiced 
concern about Cuba's growing 
influence in Venezuela's mili¬ 
tary, which, he said was "con¬ 
siderably low" in morale and 
professionalism. 

In written answers to a US 
lawmaker's questions — his 
nomination as ambassador 
must be confirmed by the Sen¬ 
ate — Palmer also said there 
were "clear ties" between left¬ 
ist Colombian guerrillas and 
Chavez's government.

Gamers go where 
computers can't 
in solving a 
protein puzzle 

An online game called Foldit 
is combining the intelligence 
of thousands of gamers with 
that of computer processors 
to solve real-world problems 
that neither organic nor sili¬ 
con brains can solve alone. 

The game consists of sev¬ 
eral puzzles - 3-D graphics of 
protein structures that must 
be manipulated by players to 
achieve the correct shape. 
With each twist or turn of the 
colorful arms that make up 
the protein, the player is 
awarded a score reflecting the 
’’quality” of the fold, or how 
close the newly formed shape 
is to what would be expected 
in nature. 

While most of us think of 
computers as superior to hu¬ 
mans in many ways, it turns 
out that some problems - for 
example, predicting protein 
shapes - are better solved 
with the help of the human 
brain. 

Computers search for the 
correct shape by making ’’lots 
and lots of random move¬ 
ments in quick succession,” 
said Foldit co-creator Seth 
Cooper, a graduate student at 
the University of Washington 
in Seattle. 

Because there are so many 
possible shapes for proteins, 
’’the chances of the computer 
happening to randomly stum¬ 
ble upon the right answer is 
kind of small,” Cooper said. 
However, people ’’can kind of 
look at things and see how 
they should fit together.” 

Proteins are molecules 
that are crucial for life. They 
serve as the building blocks 
for everything from hair to 
fingernails, and help facilitate 
important chemical reactions 
that take place inside cells. 

Proteins in turn contain 
smaller building blocks 
called amino acids. By look¬ 
ing at DNA, scientists can de¬ 
termine the amino acids that 
make up a protein, but they 
can’t tell how the amino acids 
interact with one another to 
create the protein’s shape, 
which is vital for its function. 

’Human computing 1 

This is where Foldit 
comes in. If the game can 
lead to better insight about 
protein folding, it could lead 
to new ways to fight disease 
or even allow scientists to de¬ 
sign new proteins 

Foldit also could show 
how humans and computers 
can work together to solve 
complex, scientific problems. 
This cooperative process, 
sometimes called ’’human 
computing,” could find uses 
in other fields and industries. 


COGEALAC, Romania

in the foot? And can the rela¬ 
tively unknown Rocketfish 
brand produce a decent alter¬ 
native to the slew of soon-to- 
be-released tablets?

In June, Czech company 
CEZ started operating its first 
wind energy unit in Romania, 
at Fantanele, 260 kilometres 
(170 miles) east of Bucharest.

(1.45-billion-dollar) energy 
farm, expected to become the 
biggest in Europe next year, 
will have a capacity of 600

But CEZ's plans to expand 
to the neighbouring village of 
Cogealac have been ham¬ 
pered by Spanish energy 
giant Iberdrola, which has set 
its mind on the same site. 

Iberdrola and its local 
partner Eolica Dobrogea 
have announced plans to 
build the world's largest land- 
based wind-energy farm, 
with a capacity of 1,600 
megawatts. Total investment 
should top 2.2 billion euros. 

The rivalry between the 
two groups sparked a violent 
protest last week, when the 
mayor of Cogealac backed by 
several dozen followers, 
some of them carrying clubs, 
tried to drive the Czechs 
away from the village.

Girls Entering Puberty at Younger Ages, Study Suggests 



Girls are entering puberty at 
younger ages now than a cou¬ 
ple decades ago, a new study 
suggests. 

The study researchers 
aren't sure what's causing the 
early puberty, but they sug¬ 
gest multiple factors, includ¬ 
ing genetics, environmental 
chemicals and an increase in 
body fat and obesity. 

While breast tissue growth 
and other physical signs of 
puberty are not in themselves 
red flags, they could be 
linked with health risks, in¬ 
cluding breast cancer, said 
study researcher Dr. Frank 
Biro of Cincinnati Children's 
Hospital Medical Center in 
Ohio. 

"I think it pretty much 
confirms what people have 
been saying for quite a 
while," said Dr. Paul 
Kaplowitz, chief of en¬ 
docrinology at Children's Na¬ 
tional Medical Center in 
Washington, D.C., who was 
not involved in the current 
study. 

Kaplowitz was referring to 
a study published in 1997 
showing a downward trend in 
age of puberty onset for girls, 


along with a more recent 
study out of Denmark last 
year showing the same thing. 

Breast development 

The new findings are 
based on examinations of 
more than 1,200 girls ages 6 
through 8 from three U.S. 
cities. Trained female profes¬ 
sionals examined the girls for 
signs of puberty onset, in¬ 
cluding conducting breast 
palpations that looked specif¬ 
ically for breast tissue, not 
fat. 

One argument against the 
1997 findings and others like 
it has been that perhaps girls 
who are overweight just have 
more fat tissue around their 
breasts and haven't actually 
begun puberty. 

The results of the new 


study showed that 10.4 per¬ 
cent of white non-Hispanic 
girls had begun puberty by 
age 7, compared with 23.4 
percent of black girls and 
14.9 percent of Hispanic 
girls. Among 8-year-olds, pu¬ 
berty had begun in 18.3 per¬ 
cent of white non-Hispanic 
girls, 42.9 percent of black 
girls and 30.9 percent of His¬ 
panic girls. 

White non-Hispanic girls 
showed the largest drop in 
age of puberty onset between 
the 1997 study and the new 
findings. The white non-His- 
panics in the new study were 
nearly twice as likely to have 
reached puberty by ages 7 
and 8 than were girls of that 
age in the 1997 study, Biro 
said. That's a significant in¬ 


crease between the early 
1990s, when those girls were 
examined, and 2004 to 2006, 
when Biro's study was con¬ 
ducted. 

"It certainly was more 
than we had anticipated," 
Biro told LiveScience, refer¬ 
ring to the change compared 
with the 1997 results. "So this 
was a bit of a surprise to us." 

However, Kaplowitz cau¬ 
tioned, "I wouldn't go so far 
as to say that the study shows 
the trend for early puberty 
has intensified." There could 
be other reasons for the dif¬ 
ference between the two 
study results. 

Causes of early develop¬ 
ment 

Part of the problem could 
be childhood obesity. One of 
the big differences between 
the two studies, Biro said, 
was the body mass index 
(BMI; a measure of a per¬ 
son's weight in relation to 
their height), with girls in the 
recent study having higher 
numbers than in the past. 
"Overall, the girls in the 
United States now have a 
higher body mass index than 
they did 20 or 30 years ago. 
It's not just obesity but the 


whole BMI has gone up," he 
said. 

Other studies have demon¬ 
strated a link between weight 
and age at which girls begin 
puberty. 

Environmental factors 
might also play a role. Some 
household products and pes¬ 
ticides contain so-called en¬ 
docrine disruptors, which are 
synthetic chemicals that, 
when absorbed by the body, 
can mimic or block hormones 
and disrupt normal functions, 
such as growth and matura¬ 
tion. 

"I don't think we can rule 
out chemicals in the environ¬ 
ment, but nobody has pro¬ 
vided persuasive evidence," 
Kaplowitz said. 

Health risks 

Biro's study was initiated 
as part of a breast cancer re¬ 
search program, because a 
younger age of menarche 
(first menstrual period) has 
been linked with a higher risk 
for developing breast cancer. 

An analysis of past studies 
showed that for pre¬ 
menopausal and post¬ 
menopausal women, the risk 
of breast cancer was de¬ 
creased by 9 percent and 4

BP pays 3.0 billion dollars 
into oil spill fund 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - BP 
said yesterday it had made its 
initial deposit of 3.0 billion 
dollars into a 20-billion-dollar 
US-managed fund to compen¬ 
sate victims of the massive 
Gulf of Mexico oil spill. 

"The purpose of the escrow 
account was to assure those ad¬ 
versely affected by the spill 
that we indeed intend to stand 
behind our commitment to 
them and to the American tax¬ 
payers," BP’s incoming chief 
executive Bob Dudley said in 
a statement. "Establishing this 
trust and making the initial de¬ 
posit ahead of schedule further 
demonstrates our commitment 
to making it right in the Gulf 
Coast," he said. 


President Barack Obama's 
administration earned commit¬ 
ments from BP to pay into the 
account in mid-June, nearly 
two months after the BP- 
leased Deepwater Horizon oil 
rig exploded April 20, killing 
11 workers and triggering what 
has become the world's largest 
unintentional oil spill. 

The fund, to be paid into 
over four years at five billion 
dollars per year, will be over¬ 
seen by prominent lawyer 
Kenneth Feinberg, who man¬ 
aged compensation claims by 
victims of the September 11, 
2001 terror attacks. 

The US Department of Jus¬ 
tice said negotiations on the 
fund were completed yesterday.

Significant chance of 
recession next 2 years 


CHICAGO, Illinois - There is 
a "significant" chance the U.S. 
economy will slip back into re¬ 
cession in the next two years 
although a reversal is unlikely 
in the next few months, re¬ 
searchers at the San Francisco 
Federal Reserve Bank said 
yesterday. 

The probability of another 
recession over the next 18 to 
24 months is higher than that 
of expansion, researchers said 
in the latest issue of the re¬ 
gional Fed bank's Economic 
Letter. 

Concern has risen in recent 
months that the United States 
might be headed for a 'double¬ 
dip' recession as measures of 
consumer spending and confi¬ 
dence have dropped and pri¬ 
vate company hiring has fallen 
short of expectations. 


The soft economic data will 
be top of mind today when 
members of the Fed's mone¬ 
tary policy-setting committee 
meet. Recent comments from 
Fed officials signal strong dis¬ 
agreement over whether the 
Fed — the U.S. central bank — 
should move to offer further 
support to the economy than it 
already has. 

The researchers used lea¬ 
ding economic indicators to try 
to predict the possibility of a 
renewed economic downturn. 

The experiment yielded 
vastly different results, de¬ 
pending on which indicators 
were used. But overall, they 
said, the numbers "indicate 
that the macroeconomic out¬ 
look is likely to deteriorate 
progressively starting some¬ 
time next summer."

Briton completes epic Getting fit in midlife, better late 
Amazon walk than never

BELEM, Brazil Exhaustion 
turned into jubilation for a for¬ 
mer British Army captain yes¬ 
terday as he became the first 
known man to walk the entire 
length of the more or less 
4,200-mile long Amazon 
River. 

Ed Stafford completed the 
859-day trek yesterday when 
he reached the Atlantic Ocean 
in Northern Brazil, ending an 
adventure that tested his perse¬ 
verance. “It proves you can do 
anything — even if people say 
you cannot. I’ve proved that if 
you want something enough, 
you can do anything,” said 
Stafford, who started the long 
and dangerous trek on April 2, 
2008. 

Along the way, Stafford 
said he encountered and sur¬ 
vived everything the Amazon 
could offer, from 18-foot long 
caimans to food shortages, and 
to threats of being killed by un¬ 
cooperative tribes. Stafford 


began the trek with a friend. 
However, the friend backed 
out after the first three months, 
but Stafford continued alone, 
except on occasions where 
hundreds of villagers would 
accompany him. He eventually 
met Peruvian Gadiel “Cho” 
Sanchez Rivera, who decided 
to finish the trek with him. 

Stafford has aimed to use 
the walk to raise awareness 
about the threats to the Ama¬ 
zon rain forest and its people, 
using a portable satellite video 
to blog about his trek. 

He had planned to complete 
the walk in about a year, but 
the journey was prolonged by 
floods that forced him to walk 
a roundabout route that was 
2,000 miles (3,200 km) longer 
than the 4,000-mile (6,400- 
km) length of the Amazon, 
which is exceeded only by 
Africa's Nile as the world's 
longest river. 


NEW YORK CITY - Exerci¬ 
sing in your 40's, 50's and 60's 
is like saving for your retire¬ 
ment, experts say. Starting 
early is money in the bank, but 
even late bloomers can reap as¬ 
tonishing benefits. 

"The game isn't over, even 
if you haven't been active," 
said Dr. Angela Smith, past 
president of the American Col¬ 
lege of Sports Medicine. "Aer¬ 
obic fitness, bone health, 
agility, you may be able to 
catch up. It's remarkable to see 
the things people can actually 
do." 

Smith, a physician at 
Philadelphia Children's Hospi¬ 
tal, said studies have shown 
that even octogenarians can 
double their strength with 
weight training. 

"There's good evidence that 
among people who have arthri¬ 
tis, the stronger have less pain, 
and that getting fit decreases 
the chance of having cancer," 
she said. 

But if you're a former high 
school athlete who became 
sedentary as your temples 
grayed, don't expect your his¬ 
tory to save you. 

"Some of the benefits you 
built up aren't going to main¬ 
tain themselves if you become 
a couch potato," Smith said. 
"That wonderful bone strength 
you built in your 20's will melt 
away a lot faster if you don't 
stay active." 

Smith said logic dictates 
that 40-, 50- and 60-year olds 
need to pay attention to all 
components of fitness. 

"Make certain to do flexi¬ 
bility, strength and aerobic 
training, even if you have to 
decrease the amount of impact. 
A jumping sport may be diffi¬ 
cult. But many of the non-sport 
activities, swimming, weight 
training, yoga, people can do 
just fine in 40's, 50's, 60's." 

Andrea Metcalf, a fitness 
expert and personal trainer for 
over 20 years, recommends 
bite-sized portions for the late 
beginners. 

"People who have never 
exercised don't have a good 
sense of body awareness or 
body movement, so we need to 
focus on simple patterns, on 
strengthening those stabilizing 


muscles," said Metcalf, whose 
forthcoming DVD, Keeping 
Fit: Strength, Cardio, Pilates, 
targets the midlife exerciser. 

"We know that 10-minute 
segments will have a cardio¬ 
vascular effect. So if you do a 
couple, in the next week you 
can bring that up," she said. 

Metcalf agrees it's never 
too late to start. "You'll feel the 
benefits within the first two 
weeks of doing any new pro¬ 
gram. In six weeks you'll see 
body changes. If you touch 
your arm it's going to feel 
stronger." 

Dr. Wojtek Chodzko- 
Zajko, of the University of Illi¬ 
nois is the leader of the Active 
Aging Blueprint, a umbrella 
group which develops strate¬ 
gies to help people 50 and 
older increase physical activ¬ 
ity. 

He thinks people should re¬ 
visit their routines just as they 
do their retirement invest¬ 
ments. 

"The 25-year-old kid that 
goes for a run without a warm¬ 
up will need to adjust that mid¬ 


dle age, when he's more prone 
to injuries," Chodzko-Zajko 
said. "The choice of most 40- 
year olds is not going to be 
same as most 60-year olds." 

He said studies in nursing 
homes have shown that 
strength-training residents in¬ 
crease their mobility. Some 
even get out of wheelchairs. 
"Even modest improvement is 
associated with huge differ¬ 
ences in the quality of life." 

Chodzko-Zajko urges peo¬ 
ple to find the activity that 
makes sense to them. "Even 
walking the dog or spending 
time outside. Adopt active 
choices. Be active in your own 
way." 

Metcalf says people who 
live to be 100 all have a fitness 
component. 

"Exercise is the fountain of 
youth. If you want to live to 
100 you have to exercise," she 
explained. 

So what's the best work¬ 
out? "The one you'll do," she 
said. "All the rest is just maret- 
ing." 
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Maicon will stay at Inter, says 
Moratti 


ROME (AFP) - Inter Milan 
president Massimo Moratti 
ended weeks of speculation 
on Monday by stating that 
Brazilian full-back Maicon 
will not be following former 
coach Jose Mourinho to Real 
Madrid. 

The 29-year-old had been 
coveted by the Spanish giants 
all summer but the two sides 
had failed to come to an 
agreement on the player's 
value. 

And having earlier in the 
day suggested he didn't know 
what was going on, Moratti 
was more decisive in the af¬ 
ternoon. 

"Maicon is staying at 
Inter," he told reporters. "He 
was wanted by other clubs, as 
were other players. 

"They consider him good, 
so good that, perhaps, I was 
convinced to not sell him. 



I've taken Maicon off the 
market." 

But it seems that Maicon's 
commitment to the club jer¬ 
sey, with which he and Inter 
won the treble last season, 
played a significant role in 
keeping him in Milan. 

Maicon has been excellent 
in pre-season and has shown 
no signs of hankering after a 
move away. 

"The most important role 


was the Brazilian full-back's 
behaviour during these 
weeks," added Moratti. 

"Also for his character, the 
behaviour he's shown during 
this period, all these things 
were fundamental." 

The move is believed to 
have stumbled over money 
with Real rumoured to have 
offered 24 million euros and 
Inter wanting 30 million 
euros. 

New Inter coach Rafael 
Benitez was keen to keep the 
former Monaco player on his 
books. 

"Maicon is without a 
doubt a good player who 
made a difference in many 
matches last season," said 
Benitez. 

"He's an important player 
for us, we know Real Madrid 
are interested in him but, I re¬ 
peat, he's important for us. 


India eye further one-day success in

He has so 
far scored 7,345 runs in 250 
one-day internationals. 

Batting is India's main 
strength, with Dhoni, Yuvraj, 
Sehwag, Suresh Raina and 
Rohit Sharma capable of 
dominating any attack with a 
rich stroke-play. 

New Zealand, who were 
runners-up in the Champions 
Trophy in South Africa last 
year, will test their bench- 
strength in the absence of 
skipper Daniel Vettori and 
aggressive opener Brendon 
McCullum. 

The Black Caps geared up 
for the tournament in style, 
winning both their practice 
matches. 

Skipper Ross Taylor, Scott 
Styris, Jacob Oram and 
Bradley-John Watling all 
looked in good form in 
warm-up games, each scoring 
a half-century. 

Sri Fanka have excellent 
batsmen in skipper Kumar 
Sangakkara, opener 

Tillakaratne Dilshan and Ma- 
hela Jayawardene, but need 
to put in a consistent all¬ 
round performance to taste 
success at home. 

Their bowling attack looks 
depleted in the absence of the 
veteran duo of off-spinner 
Muttiah Muralitharan and 
seamer Chaminda Vaas, who 
were not considered for the 
tournament.

TORONTO (AFP) - Two- 
time champion Roger Fed¬ 
erer will begin his Toronto 
Masters campaign Tuesday 
against Juan Ignacio Chela 
after the Argentine booked 
his place in the second round 
6-0, 6-3 over Alejandro Falla 
on Monday.

SEATTLE (AFP) - The Seat¬ 
tle Mariners, languishing in 
last place in their division, 
sacked manager Don Waka¬ 
matsu on Monday. 

The team announced the 
dismissal of the first Japan- 
ese-American manager in 
Major League Baseball hours 
before a game on Monday 
against Oakland. 

Wakamatsu became the 
fifth manager in the majors to 
get the sack this season. 

Baltimore's Dave Tremb- 
ley, Kansas City's Trey Hill¬ 
man, Arizona's A.J. Hinch 
and Florida's Fredi Gonzalez 
have also been fired. 

Seattle entered the day 42- 
70, the second-worst record 
in the American League. 

The Mariners added 
pitcher Cliff Lee, infielder 
Chone Figgins and outfielder 
Milton Bradley before the 
season and started the year 
with high expectations of 
reaching the playoffs for the 
first time since 2001. 

Wakamatsu had guided 
Seattle to an 85-77 record in 
his first season after taking 
over a team that went 61-101 



in 2008. 

But the Seattle roster has 
produced the worst offense in 
baseball and doomed them to 
22 1/2 games behind first- 
place Texas in the AL West. 

The Mariners said 43- 
year-old Daren Brown, the 
manager of minor league af¬ 
filiate Tacoma for more than 
three seasons, will replace 
Wakamatsu on an interim 
basis.

Fan sues Mets 
over broken bat 
injury 

NEW YORK (AFP) - A New 
York Mets fan is suing the 
club and Major League Base¬ 
ball saying a flying piece of a 
broken baseball bat shattered 
his face. 

James G. Falzon's lawsuits 
say the severed barrel of a 
maple bat became "a danger¬ 
ous projectile" and broke 
bones in his face during an 
August 2007 game at the old 
Shea Stadium. He is seeking 
unspecified damages. 

Falzon says the team, the 
league and Rawlings-brand 
bat maker the Jarden Corpo¬ 
ration. should have done 
more to protect fans from 
break-prone maple bats.

Keeping top spot little solace after Tiger's 
worst week 


AKRON (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods struggled to the worst 
72-hole performance of his 
career on Sunday, finishing 
an astonishing 30 strokes be¬ 
hind winner Hunter Mahan at 
the World Golf Champi¬ 
onships Bridgestone Invita¬ 
tional. 

Woods claimed he was not 
injured and hinted his final- 
round seven-over par 77 and 
level-78th finish in the 80- 
man field at 18-over 298 was 
caused by his off-course 
woes in the wake of his sex 
scandal. 

"It has been a long year," 
Woods said. 

After posting his most 
miserable effort in 14 years 


as a professional on a course 
where he has won seven 
times and was defending 
champion, Woods faces the 
Thursday start of 2010’s last 
major, the PGA Champi¬ 
onship at Whistling Straits. 

"I’ve got to be ready come 
Thursday. That’s all that mat¬ 
ters," Woods said. "I need to 
hit the ball better, chip better, 
putt better and score better. 

"I don’t see how it can be 
fun shooting 18-over, espe¬ 
cially since my handicap is 
supposed to be zero." 

It was no consolation for 
Woods to retain his world 
number one ranking for at 
least one more week, his five- 
year reign surviving only be¬ 


cause second-ranked US star 
Phil Mickelson shot a worse 
round than Woods did. 

Reigning Masters cham¬ 
pion Mickelson had to finish 
solo fourth or better to sur¬ 
pass Woods, but Mickelson 
fired at 78 to plunge all the 
way to equal 46th at the 8.5 
million-dollar event. 

Mahan, 28, has little work 
to do after a bogey-free six- 
under 66 for his third PGA 
title, first WGC triumph and 
a 1.4 million-dollar top prize. 
He had never dreamed he 
could finish 30 strokes ahead 
of Woods at an event. 

"I never, ever thought that 
would be possible," Mahan 
said. "It never crossed my 
mind. It’s definitely different."

Europe to host two 
regular-season games 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
NBA will play regular-season 
games in Europe for the first 
time when Toronto and New 
Jersey play a pair of games in 
London during the upcoming 
season, commissioner David 
Stern said Monday. 

The teams will face each 
other March 4 and 5 at the 02 
Arena, which has hosted pre¬ 
season games for several 
years. 

Speaking on a conference 
call, Stem said he did not yet 
know if regular-season games 
across the pond would be¬ 
come a regular feature of the 
schedule. 

The NBA has long sought 
to expand its audience over¬ 
seas, and Stern had said be¬ 
fore that he would like to see 
a meaningful game played in 
London before the city hosts 


the 2012 Olympics. 

Before the upcoming sea¬ 
son begins, the Los Angeles 
Lakers, New York Knicks 
and Minnesota Timberwolves 
will each play two games in 
the fifth installment of the 
NBA’s pre-season Europe 
Live Tour. 

The reigning champion 
Lakers will face the Timber- 
wolves at the 02 Arena on 
October 4 and then play 
Barcelona in Spain three days 
later. 

The NFL will play a regu¬ 
lar-season game in London for 
the fourth straight season when 
the San Francisco 49ers face 
the Denver Broncos on Octo¬ 
ber 31 at Wembley Stadium. 

The NHL has also played 
regular-season games in Lon¬ 
don, and still does so in other 
European cities.
